REVIEW. 

The  present  year  is  the  eleventh  in  the  career  of  the  Collegiate 
Institute.  In  this  tune  it  has  enrolled  one  thousand  and  two  hun- 
dred students,  of  whom  nearly  one  half  have  been  ladies.  Of  these, 
including  the  present  class,  about  eiohty-fivk  have  been  regularly 
graduated   and  granted  a  diploma. 

A  considerable  number  of  these  have  continued  their  studies  in 
higher  institutions  and  have  already  entered  upon  their  work  in  the 
Ministry,  in  Law  or  in  Medicine.  Grateful  record  is  made  of  the  fact 
that  no  death  has  occurred  in  these  years,  and  that  the  remarkably 
exemplary  conduct  of  the  students  has  rendered  discipline  almost  entirely 
unnecessary. 
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The  life  of  the  Founder,  Mr.  Samuel^Small,  has  been  spared  to  see 
the  foundation  laid  in  these  years,  of  a  permanent  institution  of  high 
Christian  learning,  amply  endowed  and  thoroughly  equipped  and  manned .

COURSES  OF  STUDY. 

The  Studies  pursued  at  the  Collegiate  Institute  are  arranged  in  four 
parallel  courses,  viz :  the  CLASSICAL,  Scientific,  Commercial,  and 
Ladies',  which  are  displayed  in  detail  on  pages  6,  7,  8  and  9. 

These,  with  the  exception  of  the  Commercial,  occupy  four  years 
each ;  not  unfrequently,  however,  by  dividing  the  course  or  repeating  a 
part  of  it,  students  remain  longer  than  four  years.  The  amount  of  work 
indicated  in  these  courses  is  not  only  fully  done,  but  in  some  cases  is 
exceeded. 

Students  entering,  are  strongly  advised  to  follow  regularly  one  of 
the  courses,  since  it  is  found  that  ''Special  Students"  seldom  prosper, 
particularly  if  allowed  to  choose  for  themselves  what  they  shall  study. 
Preference  will  be  given  to  students  who  propose  to  enter  upon  the 
regular  course. 

The  Classical  and  Scientific  courses  lead  up  to  the  Junior  Class  in  our 
principal  Colleges,  and  our  faithful  students  readily  pass  the  examina- 
tions for  this  class. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  Preparatory  Course,  (page  14,)  pro- 
vided for  pupils  who  are  too  young  to  enter  upon  the  regular  courses.

REMARKS  UPON  THE  COURSES. 


It  will  appear  from  a  comparison  of  the  foregoing  ''Courses  of  Study" 
that  the  Collegiate  Institute  does  not  advocate  or  exhibit  what  is  com- 
monly known  as  the  "Co-education  of  the  Sexes."     Girls  are  educated 
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as  girls,  and  a  distinct  course  of  study  is  arranged  for  them,  omitting  the 
higher  Classics  and  Mathematics ;  but  those  who  desire  may  pursue 
these  studies  as  specialties  without  extra  expense. 

It  is  gratifying,  moreover,  to  state  that  in  our  experience  of  the  past 
eleven  years,  ihe  association  of  both  sexes  in  the  same  institution  has 
been  attended  with  the  happiest  results  of  reciprocal  influence  in  the 
healthy  development  of  character.

CONDITIONS  OF  ADMISSION. 

All  candidates  must  present  to  the  President  satisfactory  evidence  of 
good  moral  character;  and  if  any  candidate  has  been  a  member  of 
another  Institution  immediately  preceding  his  application,  he  shall  be 
expected  to  furnish  a  certificate  of  honorable  dismissal. 

As  an  act  of  Matriculation^  after  other  specified  conditions  have  been 
fulfilled,  candidates  must  subscribe  to  the  following 

PLEDGE: 

"I  do  hereby  solemnly  engage  to  comply  with  all  the  rules  and  reg- 
ulations of  the  York  Collegiate  Institute,  and  to  discharge  faithfully  all 
my  known  duties." 

The  name  of  the  new  student  shall  not  be  placed  on  the  Roll  until 
he  shall  have  paid  his  Tuition  Fee  for  the  first  quarter,  and  the  same 
shall  apply  to  all  students  at  the  beginning  of  each  year.

CHARGES  AND  DISCOUNTS. 


The  Collegiate  Institute  being  generously  endowed,  the  Tuition  is 
placed  at  the  nominal  sum  of  $\0  per  quarter  of  ten  weeks,  or  ^40  per 
year,  payable  quarterly  in  advance,  for  all  the  courses  including  the 
Preparatory  Year.  Music  (Piano)  ^10  per  quarter.  This  is  the  only 
"extra." 

A  discount  of  50  per  cent,  is  allowed  to  children  of  clergymen,  and 
of  10  per  cent,  to  families  furnishing  more  than  one  student. 

In  case  of  protracted  absence  on  account  of  sickness,  or  other  just 
cause,  students  are  charged  one-half  the  regular  amount  for  the  time  they 
are  absent.  New  students  are  charged  from  the  date  of  their  entrance. 
Books  are  furnished  at  lowest  wholesale  rates. 
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SESS/OJVS,  SERVICES,  6-r. 

The  Students  attend  at  the  College  five  days  in  each  week,  from  9 
to  12  A.  M.,  and  from  1 1^  to  4  P.  M.,  and  maybe  detained  after  school 
hours  for  delinquency  in  study  or  deportment. 

The  daily  sessions  of  the  Institute  are  opened  with  Sinking,  Reading 
the  Sci'iptures  and  Prayer. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  President  conducts,  once  a  week,  a 
service  for  religious  instruction  and  worship  in  accordance  with  the 
design  of  the  Founders.     In  this  service  the  students  take  part. 

Written  and  Oral  Examinations  are  held  at  the  end  of  each  quarter, 
when  a  report  of  the  attendance,  scholarship  and  deportment  is  sent  to 
the  parents. 


DISCIPLINE,  a^c. 

The  supervision  of  the  students  extends  to  their  conduct  not  only 
during  study  and  recitation  hours,  but  while  on  the  .streets,  and  in  pub- 
lic places  ;  and  includes  visitation  at  the  boarding  houses  of  such  as  are 
from  abroad. 

Keepers  of  boarding  houses  are  expected  to  make  report  in  regard 
to  the  habits  and  conduct  of  the  students  with  them,  as  often  and  in  such 
manner  as  desired  by  the  President. 

DESIGN  AND  AIM. 

It  is  designed  that  the  Collegiate  Institute  shall  be,  in  all  its  aims  and 
methods,  pervaded  with  a  distinctive  and  earnest  Christian  spirit.  More 
than  two-thirds  of  the  students  here  enrolled  are  professors  of  religion 
and  this  qualification  is  required,  by  Charter,  of  every  member  of  the 
Faculty.     About  ten  per  cent,  are  candidates  for  the  Gospel  Ministry. 

In  discipline  constant  appeal  is  made  to  the  conscience  of  the  student. 
He  is  taught  to  submit  to  every  ordinance  of  man  for  the  Lord's  sake, 
(l  Peter  2 :    13,)  and  to  practice  self-control  as  a  preparation  for  life.

LIBRARY. 

The  Collegiate  Institute  Library  contains  about  two  thousand  vol- 
umes of  choice  literature,  and  is  receiving  constant  additions.  During 
the  past  three  years  one  thousand  dollars  have  been  expended  in  the 
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purchase  of  new  books,  including  the  latest  treaties  in  the  various 
departments  of  science,  and  many  expensive  works  of  reference.  Among 
these  latter  may  be  mentioned  the  "American,"  "Brittanica"  and  "Peo- 
ple's" Encyclopedias,  and  Littre's  French  Dictionary.

MUSIC. 

In  addition  to  private  instruction  upon  the  Piano  and  Organ,  all  the 
Scholars  are  daily  practiced  in  singing,  and  the  best  voices  are  organized 
into  a  choir,  affording  opportunity  for  high  musical  culture.

BOARDING. 

The  Collegiate  Institute  possesses  no'  Dormitories  and  no  general 
boarding  establishment  but  the  spacious  divelling  next  door  to  the  Pres- 
ident has  been  secured  by  the  College  and  rebuilt  inside,  as  a  Home  for 
Lady  Students,  in  charge  of  a  Matron  and  under  direct  Presidential 
supervision.  The  rates  for  boarding  here  are  ^4.50  and  $4.00  per 
WEEK-  according  as  the  room  is  occupied  by  one  or  by  two  students; 
fuel  and  light  are  included.  Boarding  moreover  is  provided  for  boys 
in  private  families  under  the  supervision  of  the  Trustees,  at  prices 
varying  from  ^3.25  to  ^5.00  per  week.  Lady  students  will  naturally 
prefer  the  safeguards  of  the  College  establishment.
